There are three or four newspapers 


and a dozen or more politicians in Ne- 
vada who have undertaken to make the 
people of the State believe that the Re- 
publican party favors free coinage. For 
this purpose the Midwinter Campaign 
was organized. Orators yelled until 
they were hoarse in praise of Republic- 
anism, clubs were organized and ques- 
tionable methods resorted to to get 
names on the rolls for publication. 
Special trains were run from Carson, 
doubtless with the assent of Million- 
aire Mills, and everybody at the Capi- 
tal invited to ride without money and 
without price. Almost the whole State 
Government was transferred to Reno 
to erJighteii the benighted Silver men 
of the town, and possibly to convey the 
idea that the officials were not averse 
to serving the dear people four years 
longer at the usual salary. The people 
were told that the Republican party 
favored free coinage, and some of the 
speakers emphasized the assertion in 
the most positive manner, in a vain 
endeavor to -Ishido them into the be- 
lief that they were stating facts. 


As the record of the Republican 


party cm the silver question may be of 
Interest to these who do n^t seem to 
know that it is against free coinage, the 
JOURNAL quotes the following on the 
subject, compiled by the Non-Conform- 
ist from thb Congressional Record: 


It demonetized silver in 1873 and de- 


feated a free '."oiuage bill in 1875. It 
defeated free coiuagn iu J.878 and sub- 
stituted the Silver Purchasing act. In 
the House, June 25, 1886, 23 Republic- 
ans voted for silver and 130 against. 
April 8, 1888, Republicans for silver, 30; 
against, 93. June 7, 1888, Republicans 
for silver, 15; against, 127. In the Hec- 
ate June 17, 18^0, there were 15 Repub- 
lican votes for silver and 25 against. 
In the House March 21, 1893, for silver, 
11; against, 67. Heuate, July 2,1892, for 
silver, 11; against, 19.

against, 6J. House, August 23, 1893, 
for silver, 13; against, 111.

railroads had agreed upon a bill to 
find the indebtedness of the subsidize 
railroads. Now it is stated that the 
committee is having trouble in arraug 
ing the details of the bill and there is 
not much probability of an immediate 
agreement. There are many differ- 
ences of opinion over questions of sec- 
ondary importance, but it is given out 
that the committee will insist upon 
the payment or settlement of the com- 
panies of all liens prior to those of 
the Government before the extension 
of the debt due the United States will 
be made. The committee will not con- 
cprn itself as to the way this settle- 
ment is made. That is a matter it will 
leave to the companies, but no exten- 
sion of the Government debt will be 
granted, except upon the condition 
that it shall take precedence over all 
other liens. 


At present the Government holds a 


second mortgage on the roads. The 
first mortgage is held by private indi- 
viduals for an amount equal to that 
due the Government. If the Govern- 
ment attemps to foreclose its mort- 
gage it will have to redeem the first 
mortgage to get possession of the 
roads. The committee is willing to 
extend the time for the payment of the 
Government debt, provided the Gov- 
ernment debt takes precedence of all 
others. If the companies decline to 
make this arrangement the whole 
matter will be submitted to the courts 
for adjudication. It is intended to 
treat the Central and Union Pacific 
roads just alike. No preference will 
be civeu either and they will be re- 
quired to comply with the same terms.

PULLMAN 


The boycott declared against the 


Pullman Car Company went into effect 
yesterday. The company reduced the 
wages of its employes, and declined to 
arbitrate. 
The American Railway 


Union vainly endeavored to settle the 
trouble amicably and as a last resort 
decided not to handle Pullman cars. 
As a result no Pullman cars are being 
moved on any of the railroads. At 
Chicago a thousand employes in the 
Illinois Central shops went out and 
the operators in the Tower left their 
posts and their places could not be 
filled. No through trains are running 
on the Santa Fes and the Northern Pa- 
cific yardmen have refused to make up 
trains with Pullmans. The Southern 
Pacific train is side-tracked at Lathrop, 
California, and the railroad employee 
at Oakland hare refused to handle 
Pullman cars. 


The American Railway Union is a

Beport for Jane, 1894—Lint of Graduates 


and of PuplU Promoted Honorably 
and on Term Standing—School At- 
tendance, Ktc. 


RENO, Nev., June 23, 1894. 


To the Board of Education: Gentle- 


men:—I herewith respectfully submit 
my report of the public schools of 
Reno for the month ending June, 
23,1894. 


The entire number of different pu- 


pils, enrolled in the public schools the 
past year, was 656, of which number 
about one-eighth attend but a small 
portion of the year. 


The school attendance for the past 


year averaged about 60 greater than for 
the previous year. 


The school census shows an increase 


of 90 children of school ages. The in- 
crease the preceding year was 30. 
There are many reasons for believing 
that the increase for some years to 
come will be constant, whereas a few 
years ago it was spasmodic, an occa- 
sional year showing an actual decrease 
in school population. 


The University training school can- 


not accommodate a greater number of 
pupils the coming year than have at- 
tended there the past year; the semin- 
ary is closed and it is not probable that 
the parochial school will materially in- 
crease its attendance in the near future, 
conbequently the new pupils, whatever 
may be their number, must go into the 
public schools. 


It is conceded by gooi authorities 


that the average number of pupils per 
room should be 40 or less; during the 
past year, with thirteen teachers and 
rooms, it has been over 40. It is a well 
established fact that, other things be- 
ing equal, the schools will be better 
when the average does not exceed 40. 
Our average the coming year with the 
present corps cf teachers, will be about 
45—over rather than under that num- 
ber. 


It is a matterof common report—and 


many good people are misled by it— 
that four or five years ago there were, 
for a year or so, as many children iu 
attendance as now, with but twelve 
teachers. In substance this is unfortun- 
ately true—28 in one room, 57 in a sec- 
ond, 63 in a third, and so on—was the 
condition then. 


There are to-day few teachers and 


not a large number of parents who do 
not realize the need of limitation in the 
number of pupils. With an average of 
40 to the teacher there would neoeo- 
sarily be some irregularity in the num- 
ber per room, owing to the yearly var- 
iations in promotions; but when the 
irregularity amounts to 40 pupils as 
above, the condition is at least remark- 
able. We can run the school with an 
average of 45 to 50 or 55 to the teacher; 
but the schools cannot thus have the 
same average of excellence as at pres- 
ent. There cannot be for each pupil 
the proper individual work on the part 
of the teacher; the same opportunity 
for individual recitation, nor can there 
be the same healthy condition of the 
schooji-room. 


The experience of the past year has 


shown that one of the rooms at present 
used is not sufficiently lighted for 
school purposes. 
A school-room, of all 


places, should be well lighted, and that 
largely from one side. In the interest 
of teacher and children I respectfully 
recommend that this defect be reme- 
died. 


Seventeen pupils — four boys and 


thirteen girls—have finished the High 
School course this year, and over four 
hundred have been promoted in the 
various grades. Below, under the head 
of "Roll of Honor," is given a list of 
those promoted without final examina- 
tion—honorably and on term standing, 
an average in scholarship of 95 being 
necessary for the former, and 90 in 
scholarship and 95 in deportment, with 
no failure in term examinations,for the 
latter. 


Many of those promoted on final ex- 


amination are 
equally bright, but 


through some absence or negligence on 
their part they failed to reach the re- 
quirements To* this publication. 


It would be wise and kindly action 


on the part of all parents to encourage 
their children to proper effort during 
the entire school year, thus insuring 
better scholarship and rendering the 
strain and worry of final examination 
unnecessary for them.

Testimony of Finder Prints. 


When a finger, or finger print is 


closely examined under a lense of 
only moderate power it is seen to 
abound in minute peculiarities. These 
are caused by the branching of some 
of the ridges, the sudden appearance 
of new ones, the formation of rings, 9V 
oval like eyelets, and the abrupt 
stoppage of ridges without any appar- 
ent cause. 


It is in the Tountless little peculiari- 


ties even more than in the general 
character of the pattern tnat the value 
of finger priuta as proof or identity 
lies. For these appearances, however 
minute, do n^t change in the smallest 
particular during life. A pattern may 
be traced on the fingers of the babe 
when born, it will be found the same 
on those fingers when he has grown to 
manhood, atid maj be imprinted from 
the fingers of the dead without'change 
in the slightest point, though a hun- 
dred years should intervene between 
birth and death. 


The pattern grows together with 


the finger. Its proportions vary with 
fatness or leanness. They 
may be 


affected by wear, gout or age. But 
such changes appear in the pattern as 
a whole, never in the forpa or correla- 
tion of .ts constituent parts. The pat- 
tern may become altered iu length or 
breadth by hard wear of a peculiar 
kind, but the number of ridges that 
concur in forming the pattern, their 
embranchments, thnir arching?, loops 
and other minute characters are not 
subject to cha-ige. They are indis- 
tructtble as the finger.—All the Year 
Round.

The ele- 
ments which make up the situation do 
nut justify any apprehension, and the

pledga to protect our national oedit 
and keep the quality of our money 
equal to the best. 
When the last Gov- 


ernment bouds were-issued the stock 
c? gold was nearly as low as now, while 
outsi.lo of the gold we bad as available 
money to pay ordinary expenses only 
ibout $19,00 ),COO; now we have, besides 
the gold, over $53,01)0,000 applicable to 
Government expenses. 


The President says it is not true, as 


charged in certain quarters, that the 
payment of matured obligations to the 
imount of $5 !,0(JO,000 or !|i7o,000,OOJ has 
been postponea. Wo are paying as we 
?o iu the usual way. Last year up to 
June the balance against us arising 
fro n tha exports aad imports of mer- 
cha-idise, excluding gold and silver, 
was $31.55-1,040. The balance in our 
r'avor for the same period this year will 
be $8_>,910,562, representing a change in 
our favor of $127,512,620. These con- 
ditions, taken in consideration with the 
williugness of onr banks to help the 
Treasury during any temporary and 
unusual drain of gold, ought to satisfy 
the most conservative of our safety. 


It must not be forgotten that there 


is another feature in the situation. We 
are no longer purchasing silver 
issuing gold obligations therefor. 


An Kconoinlval .Engine. 


The JOUBNAL man visited the foundry 


yesterday afternoon in search of items, 
and after a casual glance at the ma- 
chinery found many things of interest 
Among the most important things, 
however, was a gas engine that Mr. 
Michael has just added to his plant. It 
is worth studying by anyone who is in- 
terested in the development of power. 
It is so arranged that it can be started 
in about two minutes time, and is of 
sufficient power to run a large amount 
of machinery, and, it is thought, at a 
trifling cost. It was put in motion to 
illustrate what could be done, and the 
following miohines wore run: One 
thirty-two inch lathe, one wood turn- 
ing latue, one 36x36 iron plane, one 
drill press, one emery grinder and one 
foot grindstone. Mr. Michael intends 
to connect it to tha foundry blower, 
and will than dispaasa with ths engine 
and boiler altogether. 


The gaa engine can be profitably 


started for five minutes work if neces- 
sary, whereas formerly with the steam 
plant it meant a considerable expense 
to start up the machinery, and in fact 
would not pay at a.il unless a half day's 
run on work could be arranged. Now, 
however, any kind of a small job can 
be attended to immediately and at 
comparatively a nominal expense to 
the foundry. The engine is of the 
Uuion Gas Eugine Company's type, for 
which Mr. Michael is agent for the 
western part of the State. He will be 
pleased at any tima to demonstrate its 
qualities to anyone interested in power, 
and can ba fo.md at his foundry any 
time during business hours.

TAMING THE OCEAN. 


WONDERFUL POWER OIL EXERCISES 


OVER THE ANGRY WAVE. 


The Active Agent If Olel« Acid, » SMuetrr- 


mry Made by German. InTMtigatan—A 
Thin Layer of This Acid POSMBMS » Po- 
tency Wb.icl» la Simply Marvelous, 
The effect of oil in calming the sur- 


face of a stormy sea, the original dis- 
covery of v?hich was accidental, has of 
late been the subject of scientific inves- 
tigation, and it is now possible to 
chooso such oils as are best suited for 
the purpose, and also to point out the 
source of their peculiar power,, over the 
wavea The statistics collected at the 
hydrographic office of the bureau of 
navigation show, by the reports of sea 
captains themselves, that many a vessel 
has been saved not only from serious in- 
jury, but from, foundering, by the use 
of a few gallons of oi1. slowly trickled 
into the sea. 'Hie Kriaence of the oil is 
frequently described ill such reports as 
wonderful, magical and almost incredi- 
ble. 


It is not difficult to see upon what 


this calming effect of oil depends, al- 
though the complete explanation of it 
involves a mathematical process of 
dem- 


onstration. The oil acts like a thin skin 
drawn over the water, resisting the 
tendency of the latter to break into 
spray tinder the force of the wind. The 
danger to a ship from storm waves arises 
from the breaking of the wavea AJ long 
as their surfaces are smooth and their 
crests unbroken the vessel rides them 
easily and safely. But when they break, 
and secondary waves are formed, it is 
quite otherwise. Then the ship plungea 
into the foaming walls upreared around 
it, with frame racking shocks; immense 
masses of water thunder down upon its 
clock, sweeping everything clean, and 
sometimes even the strongest bulls and 
the best seamanship are unable to pre- 
vail in the contest. This ia the danger 
that the spreading of oil over the waves 
removes. 


At first sight it seems almost impos- 


sible that a thin oily film resting on 
tho tremendous sea waves could exercise 
a controlling influence over them. The 
display of resistless energy made by the 
breaking waves is BO imposing and ter- 
rific that one might well believe no 
power leas gigantic than their own 
could withstand them. The effect of 
the oil resembles that en; the apparently 
insignificant force of chemical combina- 
tion holding in restraint the explosive 
energy of gunpowder. 
It is to German investigators that we 


owe the discovery of the active agent 
which enables oil to exercise its calm- 
ing effect upon the sea. This agent is 
oleio acid, an ingredient found in lard, 
olive oil anil many other oils. Those 
oils that possess tho largest proportion 
of oleio acid are the most effective in 
controlling the wavea It is through its 
gradual separation from the rest of the 
oil and its diffusion in the water that 
oleio acid acts. When a drop of oil rests 
upon water, the oil flattens out through 
the effects of its own weight. At the 
edge of the flattened disk of oil the oleio 
acid tends most rapidly to dissolve in 
the water, and the very act of dissolv- 
ing evolves energy which causes the oil 
to spread still farther, thus keeping its 
edges constantly in contact with water 
that has not yet become charged with 
oleio acid. This spreading continues 
with groat rapidity until all of the oleio 
acid has boeii dissolved. Sometimes the 
layer thus formed does not exceed a 
twelve-millionth of an inch in thickness! 


It would not bo easy to explain, with- 


out entering into technicalities, how the 
forces involved in the dissolving action 
just described result in a resistance to 
the rising of waves. Mathematical con- 
siderations prove that such an effect ex- 
ists, and it has been shown experimen- 
tally that oleic acid spreading over water 
is capable of arresting the progress of 
floating chips driven by tho wind, and 
even of forcing such chips to move 
against tho direction of the wind. 


Tho pov/er of a wave is made up of 


the combined energy of all of the parti- 
cles of water composing it, but every 
particle at the surface of the wave is 
opposed by the force brought into play 
by the oleic acid, and thus the tendency 
of the surface of the wave to break is 
resisted. 
Of course the formation of 


tho wave 03 a whole eannot be prevent- 
ed by thii more surface resistance, but 
the character of tho action going on at 
the surface is controlled by it, and that 
is tho important thing so far aa the 
safety of ships is concerned. 


The discovery of the essential part 


played, by oleio acid explains why pe- 
troleum has never been found so efficient 
aa other oils—olive oil, for instance, in 
smoothing waves—for petroleum con- 
tains n comparatively small proportion 
of that ingredient. Tho German inves- 
tigators would recommend the use of 
pure oleio acid except for the fact that 
it freezes at about 18 degrees above 
zero nnd consequently is useless in very 
cold weather. They hare found, how- 
ever, that a mixture of oleio acid and 
ak-ohol remains liquid at only 5 degrees 
above zero, and they accordingly rec- 
ommend such a mixture as being the 
best wave calming means yet discover- 
ed. Almost any animal or vegetable oil 
is better than petroleum. Soap water 
has been found effective, if a soap con- 
taining plenty of oleio acid, which all 
soaps do not contain, is used.—New 
York Sun.

A remarkable case of what can be 


done t>y a blind person is now being ex- 
emplified at Swaledalc, near Mason 
City, Ia. Some 13 weeks ago S. B. An- 
gell purchased tho Swaledaie Bee, and 
oot having enough assistance his blind 
sister, Miss Hattie Angell, prevailed 
npoii him to allow her to go into the 
office and assist in the work. For the 
flrst few days she found occupation in 
folding papers, etc., and she soon be- 
came so proficient in that she asked to 
be allowed to set type and was given a 
case to see what she could do. In less 
than an hour she had the boxes learned, 
and her first stickful of type was set in 
50 minutes. 


What is sttll more remarkable, she 


can now set as much type as the aver- 
age compositor and do it with greater 
accuracy. She experiences but little 
difficulty with her copy. She is expert 
in writing the language of the blind, 
and matter is dictated to her. Writing 
it down in her language, she goes to 
her case, and gliding her fingers over 
the raised surface she retains in her 
mind t-iiUre sentences and accordingly 
can set with great rapidity.
